N E W S O F T H E S T R I K E ! 


THE GREATEST KAI LHO AD STRIKE IN 


THE HISTORY OF THE COUNTRY 
IS NOW IN FULL FORCE. 


All the Leading Roads Cellaring in Chicago are 
Tied Up ai)d not a Wheel Moving. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC FIRST AFFECTED. 


Tije Switchmen aiyd Shop Employes in Brainerd 
Go Outand tly« Business of the Road at this 
Poiijt Practically at a Stai)dstill. 


L atest Telegraphic Reports. 


For the first time in her history the 
people of Brainerd are ef pejriepcing 
the sensation of being in the midst of 
a great strike, which was inaugurated 
on the Northern Pacific road at noon 
yesterday with the prospect ahead of 
a long and tedious struggle. 
The strike which is on with the 
great railroad systems of thfc country 
originated with the strike inaugurat­ 
ed by the employes of the Pullman 
Car company, at Pullman, DI., where 
are located the greatest car works in 
the country and at which place some 
4000 men are employed. Pullman, as 
is well known, is named after Geo. 
M. Pullman the head of the company 
which own the town body and soul. 
Men employed there are forced to 
live in the houses of the company at 
an exorbitant rent rate which is de­ 
ducted from their wages on pay day. 
Single men are compelled to board at 
the Pullman boarding houses, and the 
employes must buy their groceries at 
the company’s store. Privileges, such 
as gas aud water are charged extra 
for and at a price almost double paid 
by the citizens of Chicago only four­ 
teen miles away. 
Wages had been reduced from time 
to time to such an extent that it was 
impossible to exist on the slim pit­ 
tance allowed them, and they engag­ 
ed in a strike which they carried on 
alone for 
some 
weeks, 
unequal 
though they were to the occasion, un­ 
til the railroad men throughout the 
United States espoused their cause 
and offered them aid. The American 
Railway Union ordered their mem­ 
bers to refuse to handle Pullman cars, 
and the companies on whose lines 
these cars were used began to dis­ 
charge the men who so refused to do 
this work. This caused a general 
strike on these roads. At noon Thurs­ 
day a telegram was received by the 
officers of the A. R. U. in this city 
from President Eugene Y. Debs, or­ 
dering them out, and they promptly 
quit, the number at that time being 
about XIA. 
At three o’clock yesterday a public 
meeting of the local branch of the A. 
R. U. was held at the Olympic Thea­ 
tre, at which President Banks presid­ 
ed. The situation was explained in 
a very comprehensive manner as out­ 
lined above by J. P. Barney. He also 
stated that the A. It. U. was in the 
fight to win, and that the sympathy 
of the public was with them, illustrat­ 
ing that a Brainerd gentleman had 
already offered to donate 150 sacks of 
flour should the occasion required it. 
At this {fleeting 85 new members 
joined. A motion carried unanimous­ 
ly to the effect that every member of 
the A. R. U. in this city should be a 
committee of opp to see that the com­ 
pany's property was in no way harmed. 
At a public mass meeting held last 
evening over which J. W. Martin pre­ 
sided until Robert Turner arrived 125 
new members were taken in and the 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed. 
The situation at the sloops this morn­ 
ing is that not over a dozen men are 
at work, if indeed there are that num- 
I ber and the strike in Brainerd is com­ 
plete. 
No trains have arrived from St. 
Paul since Wednesday. The Morris 
train came in on time last night and 
! left this morning with the mail and 
passenger care. The Duluth train 
went west at 8 o’clock last night with 
a Pullman car attached and returned 
to Duluth at 3:30 this morning with a 
Pullman attached and unmolested, 
but it is not expected that the train 
will run tonight. The road west of 
Fargo is tied up and not a wheel 
turning.

M i n n e a p o l i s , June 29.—Dispatcher 
from Chicago says two great railway 
systems, Santa Fe and Northern Pa­ 
cific shut down. The Illinois Central 
is at a stand still north of the Ohio 
River, and local troubles exist on the 
Baltimore & Ohio, Chicago & North­ 
western and Monon hues. This was 
situation early this morning. 
At headquarters of A. R, U. it was 
stated that a general strike had been 
ordered on Milwaukee, the reason for 
this being that officials of the road 
agieed not to put non-union men at 
work in place of union men who had 
struck. 
About IOO men engaged in Balti­ 
more and Philadelphia to take the 
I ace of strikers are expected to reach 
Chicago to day. 
They are 
being 
transported over the Baltimore & 
Ohio and Pennsylvania roads. 
On 
their arrival the men will be taken 
care of by the association bureau and 
assigned as needed to such roads as 
may call for them. Mr. Egan declares 
that there will be no difficulty in get­ 
ting all the men wanted to fill vacan­ 
cies. 
San F r a n c is c o June 29—At a meet­ 
ing of the railroad men last night 
a general strike on the Southern 
Pacific system was ordered. All the 
operators of the great corporation 
will walk out, so that not even coal 
trains will be run. It is learned that all 
the Santa Fe telegraph operators 
arid station agents will quit. 
Minneapolis June 29—Affairs at 
the union station this morning were 
carried on about as usual, 
All 
the 
passenger trains with the exception 
of those of the Northern Pacific ar­ 
rived and left practically on sched­ 
ule time. Tho Pullman cars were 
in their accustomed places and were 
not interfered with. 
Not a single 
Northern Pacific train of any dis- 
cription has moved in the yards to­ 
day and a dead silence prevails. All 
the employee with the exception of 
those detailed to watch tho proper­ 
ty, refrain from going near the yard 
or buildings. The stalled overland 
train is still on the side track and 
tho passengers on board are being 
cared for by tho executive commit­ 
tee. 
When the Wisconsin Central drew 
in large red placards were tacked 
ofl both sides of the two Pullman 
sleeper continuing 
the following 
notice: 
Public Notice is hereby given th2* 
all cars, rolling stock, docks and pro- 
[lertv of the Wisconsin Central rail­ 
way are in possession and under the 
exclusive control and management of 
the undersigned as receivers and as 
officers of the United States Circuit 
courts for eastern and western dis­ 
tricts of Wisconsin and that injunc­ 
tions have been issued by said courts 
restraining 
all persons whosoever 
from in any manner interferring with 
the management of said property. 
All parties are hereby warned that 
any attempt to interfere with such 
property or molest or intimidate the 
employes or brakemen whether by 
threats or violence will be summarily 
dealt W’ith by said United States 
courts.”

At 6 o’clock tonight officers of the 
local A. R. U. received orders to quit 
work on the Northern Pacific road 
and the men went out in a body. 
There is not a man in the car shops 
or round house, and not even a coal 
shoveler at the docks. No one but 
the yardmaster is on duty in the yards. 
Early this evening trains left on time, 
bat No. 2 from the west has just ar­ 
rived, three hours late. As fast as 
crews come in they quit work. Trains 
are being run by the Brotherhood 
men.

The first effect of the Pullman boy­ 
cott was seen here today when the 
east-bound Northern Pacific train 
arrived. Last night the west bound 
train was bound up at Livingston, 
pud the superintendent of the Mon­ 
tana division ordered the east-bound 
train to be “kihed” when it got to 
Helena. On the Montana division, 
extending from Helena to Livingston, 
not a wheel is moving. This due to 
th** fact that the shop men at the lat­ 
ter point have taken advantage of the 
Pullman boycott to present their de­ 
mand for an increase of pay. and ou 
account of smypathv with them, other 
employes have gone out on that div­ 
ision.

Ohio and Pennsylvania roads. 
On 
their arrival the men will be taken 
care of by the association bureau and 
assigned as needed to such roads as 
may call for them. Mr. Egan declares 
that there will be no difficulty in get­ 
ting all the men wanted to 50 vacan­ 
cies.

a general strike on

Pacific system was ordered.

AT FARGO. 
At G o’clock tonight officers of the 
local A. It. U. received orders to quit 
work on the Northern Pacific road 
and the men went out in a body.

Early this evening trains left on time, 
but No. 2 from the west has just ar­ 
rived, three hours late.

Trains 
are being run by the Brotherhood 
men. 


AT HELENA. 


For the first time in her history the 
people of Brainerd are experiencing 
the sensation of being iu the midst of 
a great strike, which was inaugurated 
on the Northern Pacific road at noon 
yesterday with the prospect ahead of 
a long and tedious struggle. 
The strike which is on with the 
great railroad systems of thb country 
originated with the strike inaugurat­ 
ed by the employes of the Pullman 
Car company, at Pullman, 111., where 
are located the greatest car works in 
the country and at which place some 
4000 wen are employed. Pullman, as 
is well kuown, is named after Geo. 
M. Pullman the head of the company 
which own the town body and soul. 
Men employed there are forced to 
live in tho houses of tfie oompauy at 
an exorbitant rent rate which is de­ 
ducted from their wages on pay day. 
Single wen are compelled to board at 
the Pullman boarding houses, and the 
employes must buy their groceries at 
the company’s store. Privileges, such 
as gas and water are charged extra 
foi and at a price almost double paid 
by the citizeus of Chicago only four­ 
teen miles away*. 
Wages had been reduced from time 
to time to such an extent that it was 
impossible to exist on the slim pit­ 
tance allowed them, and they engag­ 
ed in a strike which they carried on 
alone for 
some 
weeks, 
unequal 
though they were to the occasion, un­ 
til the railroad men throughout the 
United States espoused their cause 
and offered them aid, Tho American 
Railway Union ordered their mem­ 
bers to refuse to handle Pullman cars, 
and tho companies on whose lines 
these cars were used began to dis­ 
charge the men who so refused to do 
this work. 
This caused a general 
strike on these roads. At noon Thurs­ 
day a telegram was received by the 
officers of tho A. R. U. iu this city 
from President Eugene V. Debs, or­ 
dering them out, and they promptly 
quit, the number at that time being 
about 115. 
At three o’clock yesterday a public 
meeting of the local branch of the A. 
R. U. was held at the Olympic Thea­ 
tre, at which President Banks presid­ 
ed. 
Tho situation was explained in 
a very comprehensive manner as out­ 
lined above by J. P. Barney. He also 
stated that the A. R. U. was in the 
tight to win, and that the sympathy 
of the public was with them, illustrat­ 
ing that a Brainerd gentleman had 
already offered to donate 150 sacks of 
flour should the occasion required it. 
At this aieeting 85 new members 
joined. 
A motion carried unanimous­ 
ly to the effect that every member of 
the A. R. U. in this city should be a 
committee of Ofip to see that the com­ 
pany's property was iu no way harmed. 
At a public mass meeting held last 
evening over which J. W. Martin pre­ 
sided until Robert Turner arrived 125 
new members were taken iu and the 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed. 
The situation at the shops this morn­ 
ing is that not over a dozen men are 
at work, if indeed there are that num- 
i her and the striko in Brainerd is com­ 
plete. 
No trains have arrived from St. 
Paul since Wednesday.

ELECTRIC L IG H T S ON TRAINS. 


A N ew E n g lis h S y stem o f Illn m ln n « 
H on C h ea p er T h a n OII o r G as. 
One of the most lucrative professions 
of the day is that of tin* oculist. The 
American eye is sadly out of gear, 
aud we are told it xviii be more 60 as 
the point is reached at which the cu­ 
mulative effect of the abases to which 
It is subjected asserts Itself. 
No more 
ruthless way of impairing the eyesight 
could be discovered than that of read­ 
ing, by the light of the ordinary railway 
lamp. 
Even with the best light it 
would lie better not to read tit all 
under such conditions of vibration and 
oscillation as exists in moving cars; 
but if xve feel that xve cannot alto­ 
gether afford to waste the large pro­ 
portion of our time xve spend in trav­ 
eling. it is a source of satisfaction to 
know tiiat we now do such reading by 
a light that inflicts tin* minimum in­ 
jury on fin* eye. 
An admirable train 
electric lighting system lias been sub­ 
jected to a year’s practical test in Eng 
land xvith th** most successful results, 
according to tin* St. I amis Globe Demo­ 
crat. 
There has for some time been 
a considerable amount of prejudice 
against electric lighting for trains ou 
the score of expense, but the details 
given concerning tin* actual xvorkin 
of the system referred to show that not 
only is its illuminating power more 
than adequate to all needs, hut that it 
is cheaper than any other met hi a1 for 
car lighting. 
It is easy to install and 
still easier to operate, as tin* working 
of the whole plant is automatic. 
Tin* system embraces a dynamo and 
accumulators, or, as Americans pre­ 
fer to call 
them, storage batteries, 
which, for eonvonieiuv, are generally 
placed in tin* baggage car, although in 
some cases, such as with Pullman and 
Wagner cars, it is more convenient to 
place a small set of accumulators tm 
der ca* it ear, so that in tin* event of 
such car lN-ing detached from the main 
portion «>t' tin- train for any length of 
time, the lamps in the car may In* sttp- 
plii-d from their oxxn set of cells. 
In 
tin* report of the working of tin* sys­ 
tem en tin- London. Brighton <V: South 
Goast 
railway 
for tin* hist txveh’o 
mouths, it is stated that the electrically’ 
lighted trains were found to In* tit or** 
serviceable 
titan 
gas-lighted 
trains,

Tin* for­ 
mer were always ready to go any­ 
where aud there xvas no need to in­ 
quire aud calculate xvheiher iii** reserve 
power xx as sufficient for tin* journey’.

Hungry Men Will Eat. 
From the country north of Brain­ 
erd comes reports of much suffering 
and destitution among hundreds of 
men who have been induced to come 
to th is, region by the beginning of 
operations on the Brainerd & North­ 
ern Minnesota railroad extension, and 
who have not found employment as 
expected. 
During the past few days 
many depredations have been com­ 
mitted by men who claim they cannot 
starve. 
At Geo. Barclay's place on Satur­ 
day night his warehouse was broken 
into and some $65 worth of eatables, 
6uch as flour, hams, potatoes, and a 
quantity of tobacco were stolen. The 
same day a tote team loaded with 
provisions and belonging to Backus 
& Co. was stopped on the road above 
Gull Lake and all the article that 
could 
made into food was trans­ 
ferred from the owner’s wagon to a 
wagon belonging to the men, and they 
told the driver that it was a matter of 
life or death with them, as they had 
had nothing to eat for several days 
but boiled fish without even salt to 
fiavor it with. There were 25 men in 
this gang, and they stated that an ac­ 
count would bo kept of the amount 
taken, and that if they ever got money 
enough they would pay for it. 
On 
Monday night about 10 o’clock Geo. 
Jenkins was stopped near Long Lake 
on the Leech Lake road by three men 
who sprung out of the brush and 
siezed his horses by the heads, while 
the third man looked his wagon over, 
and seeing nothing in it that they 
could eat, he told bis companions to 
let Mr. Jenkins proceed, as he had 
nothing they wanted. 
Articles have 
also been taken from teams belonging 
to Nelson, Tenny A Co., H. B. Frey 
and A. Lessard. 
It is to be regretted that so many 
men are being sent to this section for 
work on the new road when there are 
twice as many men on the ground as 
can find employment. 
We are in­ 
formed that advertisements are post­ 
ed in St. Paul and Minneapolis stat­ 
ing that men are wanted here for this 
work, and it is undoubtedly for the 
sole purpose of getting the unem­ 
ployed out of those two cities and 
dumping them into a country where 
there is nothing to do with no chance 
of getting enough to eat even. 
The 
men are willing to work and say they 
will not starve as long as there are 
provisions in the country that they 
cau get, even if they have to resort to 
force to obtain them.

The Test of Democratic Rule. 
The fiscal year now drawing to a 
close represents a shrinkage of about 
$75,000,000 iu the revenues of the 
Goverment says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. This is the first time that 
the expenditures have exceeded the 
receipts since the war, and the amount 
of the deficit is so large as to be really 
startling- 
The treasury gold reserve, 
though replenished a few mouths ago 
by the sale of $50,000,000 of bonds, is 
down to about $62,000,000, or 38,0(H),- 
000 less than it should be, aud the ag­ 
gregate cash balance is far below the 
requirements of safety to the national 
crodit and justice to the public credi­ 
tors. 
This is the effect of Democratic 
rule upon the affairs of the Govor- 
ment—the result of the substitution 
of different policies and methods for 
those which prevailed when the Re­ 
publican party was in power. 
The 
contrast between existing and preced­ 
ing conditions is a most impressive 
and instructive one. It shows at a 
glance what a monstrous mistake was 
made in 1892, and how shamefully 
the Federal interest have been ne­ 
glected and abused. 
The exhibit is 
calculated to make the patriotic citi- 
ien’s hang his'head, aud silently sub­ 
mit to foreign criticism of the repub­ 
lic as it is now being governed.
